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SAFE IN CAPITAL 


Roosevelt May Lead 
Brigade of Cavalry. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, April 22.—[Special. ]—Col. Roose- 
velt is burning with anxiety to get into the 
fray in Mexico, according to an American 
| official now in Berlin, who saw the ex-presi- 
dent a few weeks ago in South America. 

He says that the commander of the Rough 
Riders announced his intention, in the event 
of hostilities with Mexico, of going home at 
the earliest possible moment and nenting for 
his country. 

Col. Roosevelt, who, if he carries out his 
plan will again serve under his friend, Gen. 
Leonard Wood, who was his colonel in Cuba, 
said that he intended to organize and lead 
an entire brigade of cavalry for service in 
Mexico, instead of a mere regiment. 

He said that he had officers all selected, 
and that his command would go into action 
as soon as the necessary arrangements and 
dispositions of the war department would 
permit. 


Americans touched land and immediately 
were attacked by the gallant garrison of the 
port.

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COLORADO TROOPS 
GO TO MINE ZONE 


All-State Forces Called Out to 
End Bloody Conflict in 
Strike District, 


Denver, Colo., April 22.—Every branch of 
service in the Colorado national guard was 
mobilized at 10:50 o’clock tonight, and or- 
dered to entrain for the Trinidad strike zone 


at once. 

Lieut. Gov. Stephen R. Fitzgerald issued a 
call for a special session of the state legis- 
lature to finance the maintenance of the 
militia in the strike zone, to meet in Den- 
ver on or before May 4. 


More Die in Third Battl- : 
Trinidad, Colo, April 22.—Five mine em- 
ployés dead and two missing; one striker 


reported to be entombed in a burning mine; 
several mining camps destroyed and others 
riddled with bullets; less than 200 militia- 
men and company guards confronting an 
army of striking coal miners estimated by 
strike leaders at more than 400—this was 
the situation tonight at the end of the third 
day in the southern Colorado labor war. 

A persistent but unconfirmed report had 
it that J. W. Siple, manager of the Empire 
and Southwestern mines of the Southwest- 
ern Fuel company, near Aquilar, with two 
women, a baby, and two men had been sealed 
in the Empire mine, which then had been 
set afire by strikers. The fate of Supt. Wil. 
liam Waddell of, the Empire mine also is 
unknown. 

Fighting Shifts to Hills. 

The fighting today shifted to the region 
about Delagua and Aquilar. At Delagua 
three mine employés were killed and two 
are missing among the hills. At Aguilar two 
mine men met death.

Vera Cruz, April 32.—The occu- 


pation. of Vera Cruz today was com- | 


pleted by the American forces after 
many hours of street fighting. 

The marines and bluejackets who 
formed the landing forces were sup- 
ported by a heavy bombardment 
from the five inch guns on the ves- 
sels in the harbor. The shells were 
fired over the heads of the attackers 
to destroy buildings on which the 
Mexicans were sheltered. 

A large amount of property was 


destroyed by the shells and the fires 
which followed in several instances. 


| SHATTERS WALLS 


OF NAVAL COLLEGE. 


The naval college was the center 
of the heaviest bombardment from 
the ships. 

A large force of Mexicans had 
taken position on the roof of this 
building and, sheltered by the para- 
pet edging the top of the structure, 
poured a heavy rifle fire on the ad- 
vancing Americans. 

The five inch guns and rapid 
firers of the Prairie, Chester, and 
San Francisco were turned on the 
college. The walls were shattered 
within a few minutes, and in the 
ruins there were to be seen many 
bodies.

Washington, D. C., April 23, 3:30 a. m.—(Special.)—Charge Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy has been given his passports by Huerta. 

He telegraphed the state department as follows: 

“ Having been given my passports, I am leaving tomorrow night or 
Friday morning.” 


Washington, D. C., April 23, 3 a. m.—[Special.]—The conference 
at the war department regarding the Carranza incident lasted two hours, 
breaking up at ten minutes to 2 this morning. It was learned that Presi- 
dent Wilson was up in the White House while the war department con- 
ference was being held and that he was consulted over the telephone, It 
was said that he was called from his bed to take part in the conference. 

Maj. Gen. Wotherspoon at once went to the telegraph office and sent 
a number of telegrams. It is probable the president now will issue a. 
proclamation, placing an embargo upon military supplies for any part of 
Mexico, especially since word has come that several large shipments of 
arms are nearing the border for the Constitutionalists. 

In this event it may be expected that a general blockade of all Mexico 
| will take place. The enveloping movement, urgently recommended by the 
experts, is believed to be impending. Experts estimate that with all Mexico 
inflamed, 300,000 men will be required for the pacification work.

CIVILIAN TELLS OF PERIL 


Galveston, Tex., April 22.—American sail- 
ors were fired upon by a Mexican gunboat 
at Tampico on two or three different oc- 
casions, and once German and English sail- 
ors were fired upon, according to Chief En- 
gineer Murray of the steamer Herbert G. 
| Wylie, which arrived here today from Tam- 
| pico. 

Murray said he had seen the Mexican gun- 
boat Vera Cruz take “ pot shots’’ at cut- 
ters flying the United States flag. He said 
on one occasion cutters from an American 


man-of-war and from German and English | 


boats went ashore without their flags flying, 
their occupants landing and starting afoot 
toward the village of Dona Cecelia. The 
Vera Cruz dropped a shell near them. 

Occupants of all three boats then hurried 
back to the water front, where they hoisted 
their flags in their respective boats, and 
there was no more firing.

AMERICANS IN DANGER. 


Tampico, -Mex., April 20, via Galveston, 
Tex., April 22.—Grave fears are felt here for 
the safety of hundreds of Americans, in- 
' cluding many women and children, in the 
' oil camps at Topila and other river points

Gen. Zaragoza is reported to have said 
that in event of an American attempt:'to 
seize Tampico he had received orders from 
Mexico City, that he knew his duty as a 
soldier, and he would do his utmost to repel 
the landing, and believed he would succeed. 


Fear Anti-American Uprising. 

Notice was posted here early today in Con- 
sul Clarence Miller’s office that Mexico had 
irefused all of the American demands to 
salute the fiag, and that President Wilson 
had referred the matter to congress. ‘The 
news produced a profound sensation in the 
American colony. 

Many anxious inquiries poured in upon 
Mr. Miller as to what steps were being taken 
to furnish protection in case of a popular 
anti-American uprising. This was a peril 
feared as soon as the news of danger of in- 
tervention should become generally known 
among Mexicans. 

The gravity of the situation here was in- 
creased by the issuance of orders today for 
all American merchant vessels to leave the 
river immediately and lie outside until fur- 
ther notice. 

It was understood that foreign consuls 
planmed soon to iasue similar orders to ves- 
gels of their respective nations, in which 
event warships only would be available for 
reception of refugees. 


Prepares to Protect Americans. 

Admiral Mayo had/ made all preparations 
for protecting Americans ashore, but details 
were withheld for the time being, because 
the admiral wished to avoid creating un- 
necessary alarm. 
The first hint of intervention, it was feared, 
might precipitate an attack on Americans, 
and if an outbreak should occur, the Im- 
perial hotel, which is filled with Americans. 
likely would be the center of attack. The 
hotel, however, easily could be made de- 
fensible. It is near the river and readily 
acceasible to landing parties of marines from 
the Des Moines, the Chester, and the Dol- 
phin. The Chester and the Dolphin contin- 
ued today clearing for action. 

Rebels Again Near Tampico. 

Rebels were reported this morning to have 
retntered Donacecilia and Arbol, where they 
advised all residents to remove to Tampico.

Washington, D. C., ‘April 22.—Secretary 
Daniels said tonight that no orders had been 
given to seize Tampi¢o and that Rear Ad- 
miral Badger’s instructions were not suf- 
ficiently broad to take the customs house 
there unless an emergency arose. Further 
steps in reprisal have not been decided upon. 

Rear Admiral Badger reported to the navy 
department today that he had ordered the 
torpedo flotilla from Vera Cruz to Tampico 
to reinforce the Des Moines in that port, 
which was left alone when the other vessels 
were withdrawn to Vera Cruz.

Letters expressing the profound scrrow 
of President Wilson and Secretary Daniels 
at the death of the four sailors and marines 
at Vera Cruz yesterday were dispatched to- 
day by the secretary of the navy to the 
parents of the men, 

The letters were addressed to Willlam 
Poinsett of Philadelphia, Pa.; Mrs. Isabella 
McKinnon of Brooklyn, N. Y., mother of 
Coxswain Schumacher; Mayer Marten of 
Chicago, and Michael Haggerty of Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 

Mr. Daniels wrote to each: 

“This morning’s dispatches from Vera 
Cruz conveying the distressing news that 
your son was in the first line to give his life 
for his country saddens all America as the 
tragedy brings gloom into your home, 

** My feeling and the feeling of the presi- 
dent to you in this sad hour was expressed 
by President Lincoln, when, on Nov. 21, 
1864. he wrote to Mrs. Bixby of Boston, 
whose five sons gave their lives fighting 
under the American flag: 

“*T feel how weak and fruitless must be 
any words of mine which should attempt to 
beguile you from a loss so overwhelming. 
Eut I cannot refrain from tendering to you 
the consolation that may be’ found in the 
thanks of the republic they died to save. I 
pray that our Heavenly Father may as- 
suage the anguish of your bereavement and 
leave you only the cherished memory of the 
loved and lost and the solemn pride that 
must be yours to have laid s0 costly a secri- 
fice upon the altar of freedom.’ ”’

Envoy Asserts United States 
Erred During Action at 
Vera Cruz. 


CITES HAGUE CONVENTION 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special. ]— 
The Unitea States government is accused by 
one of the foreign ambassadors here of hav- 
ing violated one of the conventions which it 
signed at The Hague. 

This charge is based on the action of Rear 
Admiral Fletcher in seizing the custom 
house at Vera Cruz. The ambassador is one 
of those who were summoned to the state 
department by Secretary Bryan and notified 
of the intention of the United States to act. 

The ambassadors were informed that it 
was not the intention of this government 
to interfere with commerce, but to take pos- 
session of any munitions of war or other con- 
trabagd consigned to the Huerta forces once 
they were landed in Mexico. The resistance 
of the Mexicans turned this into an act of 


war, 


No Warning for Others, 

When Rear Admiral Fietcher ordered the 
seizure of the custom house he committed 
an act of reprisal. Through his chief of 
staff, he warned the American merchant- 
men in the harbor to leave. He did not ex~- 
tend a formal notice of the same character 
to the foreign merchantmen in the harbor, 
or advise foreigners in the city of Vera Cruz 
that he was about to institute operations 
against that place. 

Therefore the diplomats, and especially the 
ambassador who discussed the subject to- 
night, feel their countries have a cause for 
grievance, especially in view of the follow- 
ing article in a Hague convention, which the 
United States solemnly agreed to: 

“The contracting powers recognize that 
hostilities between themselves must not 
commence without previous and explicit 
warning, in the form either of a reasoned 
declaration of war or of an ultimatum with 
conditional declaration of war." 


No Ultimatum Was Served. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher served no ultima- 
tum on the Federal authorities at Vera 
Cruz. The only ultimatum which has been 
given was that transmitted by President 
Wilson to Gen. Huerta requiring the latter 
to salute the American flag at Tampico. 
Huerta was told that if he failed to comply 
with this demand the president would sub- 
mit the entire matter to the judgment of 
congress. 

Another article of The Hague convention 
is as follows: 

“The existence of a state of. war must be 
notified to the neutral powers without delay 
and shall not take effect with regard to them 
until after the receipt of a notification, which 
may, however, be given by telegraph. Neu- 
tral powers, nevertheless, cannot rely on the 
absence of notification if it «@ clearly estab- 
lished that they were in fact aware of the 
existence of a state of war.’’ 


Danger of Complications. 

President Wilson and Secretary Bryan may 
insist that war is not in progress, in which 
event they will create grave complications 
and questions for this government. For- 
eign powers must recognize the fact, how- 
ever, though they will endeavor to avoid 
responsibility as long as possible. If goods 
belonging to their citizens should be seized 
they will register a formal protest and <laim 
damages on the ground that the United 
States has not declared that a-state of war 
exists.

“Awaiting the action of the American 
senate on your excellency’s message, direct- 
ed to said body, caused by the lgmentable 
incident which occurred between a crew in 
a whaleboat of the cruiser Dolphin and the 
soldiers of the usurper Huerta, certain acts 
of hastility have been executed by the naval 
forces under command of Admiral Fletcher 
at the port of Vera Cruz, and in the face of 
this violation of nativnal sovereignty which 
the. Constitutionalist government did not 
expect froma government that had reiterated 
its desire ta maintain peace with the Mex- 
ican people, I comply with the duty of ele- 
vated patriotism tn directing this note to you 
with a view to exhausting all honorable 
means before two friendly nations sever the

“And the Mexican nation, the real people 
of Mexico, have not recognized as its execu- 
tive a man who had pretended to launch @

GOOD OF MEXICO AT STAKE 


W. B. Hale, Wilson’s Investi- 
gator, Discusses Intervention. 


NO DESIRE FOR CONQUEST. 


Believes Forees Will Be Withdrawn 
When Order Is Assured. 


New York, April 22.—[Special.J—William 
Bayard Hale, President Wilson's unofficial 
investigator of affairs in Mexico, has 'con- 
tributed to the forthcoming number of The 
World’s Work an article upholding the 
president's Mexican policy and pointing out 
an important dcvelopment in the character 
of American diplomacy. This, he explains, 
is an interpretation of the Monroe doctrine 
that establishes the suzerainty of the United 
States only as an effective source of moral 
inspiration over the nations of Central Amer- 
ica and the West Indies. 

‘*Our| Moral Empire in America" is the 
title of the article. Discussing the possibil- 
ity of intervention in Mexico (the article was 
written before the fleet was ordered to Tam- 
pico), Dr. Hale says: 

“An American army would have no phy- 
sical difficulty in getting back out of Mexico; 
nobody would use it up before it got away: 
the difficulty would be that greed and a false 
sense of national honor would do their ut- 
most to keep us there permanently in occu- 
pation.’’ 

If armed \intervention should be forced 
upon the government, he continues: 

“I predict that our forces will be ordered 
home just as soon as constitutional order 
has been restored, and that, so far as the 
power and influence of President Wilson can 
bring it to pass, nothing in the nature of an 
indemnity, either in money or land, will be 
asked or will be accepted.” 


PUT 800 COFFINS ON BOARD. 


Transports at Galveston for Fifth Brig- 
ade, U. 8. A., Also Will Carry 
Two Months’ Provisions. 


Galveston, Tex., April 22.—Eight hundred 
coffins today were taken aboard the army 
transports here, which are stocked and 
ready to carry the Fifth brigade of the 
United States army to Mexico if the war de- 
partment so orders. 

It was learned tonight that the transports 
carry enough food supplies to last for two 
months for the 4,500 men of the Fifth brig- 
ade, the store of provisions having been in- 
cluded at the last moment. At first plans 
were made to put aboard only about thirty 
days’ provisions. :

NO WAR TAX FOR SIX MONTHS 


Government Need Not Worry 
About Revenue for Present. 


WILSON’S POWERS AMPLE. 


President Could Baise $450,000,000 
from Bond Issues. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Washington, D. C., April 22.—[{Special.)— 
The government's finances are considered to 
be in excellent condition. The treasury offi- 
cials informed the house leaders today that 
there will be no occasion for six months, at 
least, to worry about raising e war revenue. 

Chairman Underwood of the ways* and 
means committee said today: 

“No plans are being considered for raising 
a war fund. I have consulted with the secre- 
tary of war and the secretary of the navy 
and they both assure me that the current 
| appropriations for the army and’ navy will be 
sufficient for the present needs. Secretary 
Daniels told me that it would cost no more to 
maintain the navy and the marine corps in 
Mexican waters than in the waters of the 
United States, 

“If we are forced into a prolonged war 
with Mexico, which I do not believe will hap- 
pen, we can easily arrange to raipe the reve- 
nue necessary .to- finance it by the same 
|. Measures ag were taken during the Spanish- 
Americaniwar. The extraordinary taxes then 
imposed increased the revenues of the gov- 
ernment approximately $100,000,000 a year, 
and the same.taxes applied toaay would yield 
even a larger return.” 


Bond Issue Plan Denied. 

There was talk today of a new issue of 
$200,000,000. of bonds out of the authorized 
issue of $240,000,000 Panama canal bonds, 
which are still in the treasury, but Secretary 
McAdoo authorized the statement today that 
no such action was planned. The bonds are 
available at any time and can be issued at 


further action by congress. 

It was pointed out today that President 
Wilson has authority under a section of 
the Payne-Aldrich act of 1909, which has not 
been repealed by the Underwood tariff act, 
to raise $450,000,000 from bond issues, if 
necessary, to defray the expenses of war. 
Under section 39 of the Payne-Aldrich act, 
the secretary of the treasury can use $250,- 
000,000 of the bonds “‘ to recoup the treasury 
for moneys used in the buflding of the Pan- 
ama canal,”’ but which have never been 
issued. 


Wilson Could Raise $200,000,000, 


Under section #0, also, the secretary can 
issue 3 per cent bonds up to $200,000,000, it 
being specified that he may take such action 
if jhe deems it necessary. The section of the 
law permitting the secretary of the treasury 
to raise $200,L00,000 for emergencies, reads 
as follows: 

“ That section 32 of the act providing ways 
and means to meet war expenditures, ap- 
proved June 31, 1898 [the so-called Spanish 
war stamp act], be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

‘That the secretary of the treasury its 
authorized to borrow from time to time at 
a rate of interests not exceeding 3 per centum 
per annum, such sum or sums as, in his 
judgment, may be necessary to meet public 
expenditures, and to issue therefor certiti- 
cates of indebtedness in such form ag he 
may prescribe and in denominations of $50 
or multiples thereof, and each certificate 
shall be payable with the interest accrued 
thereon at such time, not exceeding one year 
from the date of issue, as the secretary of 
the treasury may prescribe; provided, that 
the sum of such certificates outstanding shal! 
at no time exceed $200,000,000 and the pro- 
visions of existing law respecting counter- 
feiting and other fraudulent practices are 
hereby extended to the bonds and certificates 
of indebtedness authorized by this act,”

Washington, D. C., April 22.—_Representa- 
tive Richmond Pearson Hobson of Alabama 
told the house today that the average age 
of the men off the Mexican coast today is 21 
years.

These men have been following events in 
Mexico closely since the inception of the 
revolutionary movement and at-any time 
within the last-year have been prepared for 
a coup which would immediately place this 
country in position to dictate the reorganisa- 
tion of the Mexican government ona consti- 

- tional basis. 

It has been an open secret for several 
months that the president’s policy was“ get- 
ting on the nerves ”’ of the army and navy 
men familiar with the Mexican situation, as 
well as members of congress, who have be+ 
lieved all along that order never could be 
restored in Mexico without stern action by 
the United States.

HOUSE FOR SENATE WAR BILL 


Resolution Justifies President in 
|, Using Armed Force. 


STIRS ‘UP vera BRANCH. 
Penrose ‘Critietses Wilson Policy; 
Reed and Shafroth Return Fire. 


Washington, D. C.,. April. 22.—Without de- 
bate, and without the formality of a roll 
call, ‘the: house today concurred in the ad- 
ministration’s Mexican resolution as adopted 
by the senate, which justifies the president 
in using the armed forces of the United States 
in securing amends for indignities suffered 
by the nation in Mexico. 

On the viva voce vote the “ayes” were 
in ‘pronounced majority.. A few negative 
votes were heard. here and there on the 
Republican ‘side, when Speaker Clark put 
the question. 7 

The speaker signed the resolution at noon, 
after the senate convened. Senator Clarke, 
president pro tempore of the senate, then 
affixed his signature, and it was sent to the 
white house for the president’s approval. 
The president signed the resolution at 2:05 
o’clock. Only his family was present. 


No Real Change in Resolution. 

‘In addressing the house in support of the 
substitute for the house resolution of justi- 
fication, Mr:. Flood said that when he intro- 
duced the ortginal resolution, on Monday, 
he believed it was in the proper form to: carry 
| out. the: purposes: outlined. am ‘the: address of 
the , president.

New York, April 22.—An open air meeting 
) in Park Row, opposite the city hall, today 
broke up in a-riot when a former United 
States’ sailor attacked a speaker represent- 
ing the “ anti-military conference,” who had 
shouted at the top of his voice: 

“ The American flag is not fit to defend.”’ 

Police reserves had to use their clubs be- 
fore the crowd could be dispersed. 

According to the police the meeting was 
held under. the auspices of the Indudtrial

said, were.members of that organization. 
One ofthe speakers shouted that the hostili- 
ties with. Mexico were all ‘‘a frameup on 
the part of the president and congress to 
take care of the interests of Rockefeller and 
the Guggenheims.”’ 

The crowd did not take kindly to these 
declarations and surged towards the speak- 
ers; among whom were Becky Edelson, a 
woman, Sam -Hartman, and Jack Rudone. 
: Quick intérference by the police saved them 
from rough handling, and soon the reserves 
had the situation in hand. No one was badly 
frurt. 

Police Cosimiaaioner Woods appeared on 
the scene and took personal charge. William 
Fitzpatrick, ex-bluejacket, took the leader- 
ship of those who objected to the orators’ 
remarks.

RED CROSS ALSO READY. 


Has 4,500 Trained Nurses En- 
rolled for Service; Will Make 
National Plea for Money.

Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.)— 
The medical department of the army, the 
medical bureau of the navy, and the Red 
Cross was prepared for action in event of 
‘Statements to this effect were made today 


Surgeon General Braisted of the navy, and 
Miss Mabel Boardman, chairman of the Red 
Cross. 

There will be no repetition of the epidemics 
of typhoid and other diseases which char- 
acterized the Spanish-American war volun- 
teer camps. 

The three.diseases which under old condi- 
tions would scourge any. camps are yellow 
fever, malarial fever, and typhoid fever. 
But under the new conditions, resulting 
chiefly from the work of Gen. Gorgas in the 
canal zone, the medical department of the 
army is prepared to fight and rout these dis- 
eases with efficiency equal to that of the line 
on fighting and routing any foe. 


Typhoid 2reventive for Soldiers. 

Should the president issue a call for vol- 
unteers, every man who ts accepted into the 
army will be given the typhoid prophylactic. 
This is an absolutely certain preventive 
against a typhoid epidemic. 

During the Spanish-American war there 
were more than 20,000 cases of typhoid in 
the army camps and between 4,000 and 5,000 
deaths. The deaths from typhoid exceeded 
the number killed and wounded in the field. 

Yellow fever is the most dangerous of all 
Mexican fevérs. Yet the army surgeons and 
physicians are not afraid of it. Gen. Gor- 
gas’ study in the canal zone convinced him 
that yellow fever can be stamped out any- 
where. The disease is spread by mosquitoes. 
The mosquitoes are active chiefly at night. 
The use of nets when the men are sleeping or 
in camp at night will prevent yellow fever. 
It has done so in the Philippines and it will 
do so if the army is ordered into Mexico. 

Malaria also is spread by the mosquitoes 
and the same preventive works against them. 


Will Have Sanitary Camps. 

Sanitary regulations for the camps will 
be the same as have been employed on the 
Texas borders. They assure not only con- 
venience, but comfort tor the men. 

In case of battle the wounded are first 
picked up from the field if they can be reached 
by litter bearers. They are carried to dress- 
ing and ambulance stations, where they are 
treated. The slightly wounded are treated 
on the field, and, if able, are returned to the 
firing line. Those needing further attention 
are taken to the stations. There, after treat- 
ment, if able to return to the firing line, they 
are sent back. If not, they are taken to the 
field hospitals made up of tents. Those who 
are unzble'to return to the colors are sent to 
the rear hospitals and then to their homes or 
to safer places if they cannot resume work.

In case the volunteer army is sent into the 
field, the militia surgeons will be pressed 
into service. Algo the médical reserve corps 
of about 1,200 will be available for fleld 
work. Other surgeons and physicians will 
be received on examination and commis.

Navy to Follow Suit. 

In the navy a similar procedure is followed 
with regard to the treatment of men wound- 
ead. First aid is given the wounded on the 
warships and then as soon as the cessation 
of action permits, they are removed to port 
hospitals, and, if there it develops they can- 
mot return to their ships shortly, they are 
carried to base hospitals, which are located 
at the naval bases of the United States. 

The Red Cross is fully prepared to aid the 
medical department of the army in Mexico 
on a moment's notice, according to Miss 
Boardman, who said her organization can 
put 4,500 nurses in the field immediately. 


Red Cross Is Ready. 

‘The American Red Cross is fortunately 
equipped today with over 4,500 of the best 
trained nurses enrolled for service,’’ Miss 
Boardman said today, “‘ and the number ree 
quired for a war with Mexico can be imme- 
diately mobilized. From among the large 
number of men especially instructed in first 
aid an adequate corps of hospital orderlies 
can be quickly procured. 

“In the event of serious developments 
between the United States and Mexico the 
Red Cross will take steps to organize re- 
serve hospitals in the United States, to which 
the sick. and wounded could be brought. 

“Under the circumstances it may be ad- 
visable for the Red Cross to supply two hos- 
pital ships, one for the army and one for the 
navy. The medical personnel of these ships 
would be organized along the same lines 
of the reserve hospitals. 


Will Appeal for Assistance. 

“any society desiring to give assistance 
can do so only through the American Na- 
tional Red Cross. Immediate preparations 
for fulfilling these duties are imperative.

SLUR ON COUNTRY SEEN. 


Charge That Advantage Is Taken of 
Mexico’s Weakness Held Unjust. 


Ottawa, Ont.,. April 22.—[Special.]—Repub- 
lican Leader Mann Is criticised in some Cana- 
dian newspapers for his remarks in con- 
gress. Tonight’s Ottawa Journgl says edi- 
torially: 

*“*In the debate in congress upon the reso- 
lution to indorse the president’s action 
against Mexico, the Republican leader, Mr. 
Mann, declared that the course taken was 
adopted only because Mexico was a weak 
nation, that the United States would not 
dream of offering such treatment to a great 
power such as Great Britain, Germany, or 
France. 

“ This.is not fair to the United States, 
although in part it has a just moral. Ifa 
civil war were raging in any of these greater 
powers, in the course of which many Ameri- 
cans had been killed, or injured, or robbed, 
a seemingly trivial incident might bring the 
American temper to a boiling point, at which 
war would be threatened, without. regard 
to the status of the offending country. 

“ At the same time war would not be so 
threatened unless the offending nation were 
weakened by internal dissension. Repre- 
sentative Mann, therefore, while unfair to his 
country in asserting that the United States 
is attacking Mexico where under similar 
circumstances it would not dream of attack- 
ing a bigger power, gives a correct enough 
idea in so far as he suggests that where any 
country is either weak or in difficulties 
strong nations are certain to deal with it 
without gloves.” 

The Journal, along with other Canadian 
papers, contends that the present complica- 
tions in Mexico afford additional arguments 
for Canada doing her share toward support- 
ing the British navy, namely, by contributing 
éreadnoughta. 


WANT WIVES TO STRIKE 
TO END WAR WITH HUERTA. 


Two New York Suffrage Leaders Agree 
Housekeeping Women Should Walk

New York, April 22.—[Special. —Two suf- 
frage leaders agreed today without consulta- 
tiom that a housewives’ strike was the only 
proper way, for women to deal with the war 
situation. 

“It is the most absurd and disgraceful 
thing I ever heard of,”’ Mrs. Harriot Stanton 
Blatch said. ‘‘ No country has ever gone to 
war on a smaller pretext. What did they ex- 
pect the Mexicans to do when they landed 
American marines? If Huerta is a drunk- 
ard and a dictator, what good is hig apology? 
The whole performance'ig like a lot of boys. 
Men never grow up, anyway.” 

Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman said sub- 
stantially the same thing in the course of 
her regular Wednesday morning lecture, 
which took up the influence of our masculine 
civilizatiom on, business, government, and 
warfare. 

“The only way the women can stop the 
war,’ she said, in answer to a question, “ is 
to withdraw the light of their countenances 
from .the men. If every woman in the coun- 
try would follow that policy, we should have 
peace in, a hurry. The trodble is, we have 
mo solidarity.”

Mexican Official at New York’ In- 
formed U. S. Men Were Warned 
Before Tampico Incident.

Minister Rojas, after denying that the 
American flag was insulted and declaring the 
American launch carried no flag, said in his 
cablegram:

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daybreak, with a clash between fifteen 
guards:and a large body of miners. This 
clash occurred in the hills a mile or more 
from:the camp, where the guards are de- 
clared to have gone to meet the approaching 
strikers. 

There was hot fighting at close range for 
a few minutes then the guards retreated to- 
ward the camp, the pursuing strikers at 
their heels. The strikers reached the crest 
of the cafion directly above the camp, then 
rushed for the mine buildings. Mine company 
reports declared that in this rush dynamite 
was exploded by the attacking party. 


Militia Drives Back Strikers. 

A party of militiamen, hastily sent from 
Ludlow in steel cars, reinforced the guards 
and after heavy fighting the strikers were 
driven back. 

Shortly afterward a party of strikens ap- 
peared in the Aguilar district, separated from 
the Hastings-Delagua cafion by a high range 
of hills. The assailants of Delagua in the 


meantime had vanished in the direction of 


Aguilar. The attacks on the Aguilar mines 
followed. - 

Reports stated that the strikers rushed 
the Empire mine buildings at Aguilar and 
that two mine employés had been killed, 
the tipple of the mine and neighboring houses 
were set on fire. 

H. D. King, one of the mine owners, who 
telephoned for help to Trinidad, is imprisoned 
in his home with his family. King declared 
that 500 men engaged in the attack and that 
the attacking party was throwing dynamite 
into the stope of the mine where between 
twenty and thirty men, women, and chil- 
dren, comprising the party of Manager Siple, 
are said to have taken refuge. 

At the sheriff's office here it was said no 
men were available to send to the belea- 
guered mining camps. 

Acting in compliance with requests from 
the American Red Cross in Denver, Maj. 
Hamrock gave permission for the strikers, 
under flag of truce, to go upon the field for 
the dead and wounded where the battle of 
Monday occurred.

Senate Committee. 


| TELLS HIS IMPRESSIONS. 


Says He Believed United States 
Was Given Free Rein in 
Governing Canal. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.}— 
Former Senator Joseph Benson Foraker of 
j Ohio proved a faise alarm when he appeared 
i today before the senate committee on inter- 
oceanic canals in opposition to the repeal 
of the tolla exemption provision of .the 
Panama act. : 

Those who crowded the committee room ex- 
pecting to hear Foraker blow the repealists 
to smithereens by revealing the intimacies 
of ancient meetings of the foreign relations 
committees, or perhaps by disclosing some 
confidence of John Hay that the Hay- 


Pauncefote treaty never intended the col- 
lectfon of tolls from American vessels, went 
away disappointed. 


Owen’s Queries Roil Foraker. 


Mr. Foraker’s chief argument was that 
when he voted for the treaty he did so witb 
the idea that American ships could be given 
free paseage or not, as thie government 
chose. He resented questions asked him 
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of neutralization of article 8 of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. 

“We aimed to get rid of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty entirely,” said Foraker. 

“But you reaffirmed the principle of neu- 
tralization of that treaty.” persisted Owen. 
“ What explanation do you make of that 
language? ” 

“I think there mey be some debate about 
the point you raise,” Foraker . conceded, 
“but we thought the language plain 
enough, and we ratified it according to our 
understanding of what it meant.” 


Tells of Treaty Conferences. 


Foraker said he had had two conferences 
with the secretary in the interval between 
the adoption of the first.treaty and the con- 
sideration of the second. 3 

As a result of these conferences he offered 
two amendments, both of which were adopt- 
ed, One of these declared that the new 
treaty should supersede. the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty. The other was to strike out all 
of article 3, which ipvited all other nations 
to ‘adhere to the treaty and thus acquire a 
sort of partnership with the United States 
in the undertaking, 

“My purpose,”’ said Foraker, “was to 
make the treaty conform to the purpose of 
the canal, which was primarily to be a na- 
tional defense and not a money making ven- 
ture.’”’ , ‘fa 


Believed Exemption Was Provided. 


In response to a question from Senator 
Page of Vermont, Foraker said: 

* My impression is that the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty would not have been ratified if 
the senate had thougiit that there was to be 
no exemption for American vegsels. My 
own opinion was that it might be many years 
before we would give free passage, but our 
right to do so was never questioned.”’ 

Foraker will continue his testimony to- 
morrow.

OPEN AIR FOR BABIES. 
BY FRANK W. ALLEN, M. D. 
IR is vital. | 
If air cost more it would be valued 
more. 
The baby sleeps sounder, longer, and 
better out of doors, if 
Poor food or polluted water taxes the sys- 
tem no more than vitiated air. 
Baby's face should not be covered in the 
house and rarely out of doors. 
One-eighth of the excreta of the body is 


| discharged through the breath. That air is 
| unfit to rebreathe. | 


We may do without food for weeks, water 
for days, but not air for minutes. | 

Pure air to the drooping child is like sum- 
mer rain to the withering vegetation. 

Sleeping in the open with the face covered 
misses the point. Pure air is the aim. 

As wood in the stove without the drafts 
open, so is food in a child without fresh air. 

The ill effects of bad air are so remote and 
creep upon one go ineidiously that few asso- 
clate the cause with the effect. 

Sleeping out of doors with the head under 
cover gives the false sense of security en- 
joyed by the frightened ostrich with its head 
under a board. ad. 

Parents frequently go to great expense to 
procure proper food for a child and then 
starve it of the air necessary to oxidize and 
make that food useful. 

Open air and exercise do more to make good 
blood and make it show in the glow of the 
skin than anything we may do. 

We live in a great ocean of air, and yet we 
shut ourselves in and breathe and rebreathe 
@ small portion as thougf we were limited to 


that. 
_| Most babies are taught to suck their thumbs 


to keep them quiet. They need no teaching 
to love the outdoors and get the quieting ef- 
fect. 

For good physiological reasons the infant 
is not able to withstand exposure or sudden 
changes of temperature, but he can breathe 
cold air without danger if the body be kept 
warm. 

One hour of exercise in the open air is good, 
but twenty-three hours of the day are left to 
be spent in closed rooms. Eight hours of 
sleep out of doors are never missed and only 
sixteen are left to be housed. 

Changing the air in a room once or twice 4 
day will not suffice. Ventilating a room 
while not occupied is not sufficient. Two or

STRIKE NOW. 
We trust that the formule of profes- 
sional peace lovers will not be allowed to 
palsy the army and navy now that war 


has come. 

The first principle of war is to strike 
quick and hard. In this way the enemy 
can often be caught unprepared and can 
be overcome without great loss on the 
part of the assailant, 

This principle is particularly appropri- 
ate to the present situation. 

The Mexican army is widely spread 
over Mexico. A large part of it is con- 
fronting the “ Constitutionalists” of Villa. 
and Carranza. Other parts of it are in 
garrisons confronting other bandits. 

Prompt action up the railroads from 
Vera Cruz would bring the American 
army across the passes before an adequate 
force could be gathered together to pre- 
vent them. The war might be ended and 
this country in a position to dictate terms 
‘of peace in a month’s time. 

The dangers of delay are appalling. 
The Mexican army can be gathered to 
contest the steep passes in the mountaing 
over which our army must march to 
Mexico.

CONSTIPATION OF BABY. 

Mrs. L. L. writes: “I have a baby 10 
weeks old. She has had not more than three 
or four natural movements of the bowels 
since she was born. Every day I have had 
to stimulate her with either a rubber catheter 
or a glycerin suppository. Her stools are 
quite curdy and full of mucus, but a 
good color. What should I do for her? How 
can I overcome her constipation? We both 
get out of doors air for at least an hour, 
often two or three, every day. Baby weighs 
ten and one-half pounds, and weighed nearly 
seven and one-half at birth. 

“TY have been drinking two glasses of beer 
a day, also about a quart of cocoa besides 
four or five glasses of water, to increase 
my quantity of milk. Will the beer affect 
the baby in any way? Is cocoa consti- 
pating?’ 
REPLY. 

Feed your baby not oftener than every th 
or three and a half hours. The longer interval 
is better. Do not drink beer or any aicoholic 
tonic, as it affects babies badly. Take only one 
cup of cocoa daily and drink freely of milk and 
grue)] made of catmesail, cornmeal, or barley. Give 
the baby water three times daily from a bottle 
and do not use the artificial means of stimuiat- 
ing the lower bowel daily, but use an occasional 
dose of castor oll.

, He invented an orchestra of perfumes, 
then an orchestra of liqueurs on which he 
professed to be able to play the most subtle 
harmonies of the senses. 

In his “ Pavilion des Muses” at Nevilly 
he has a series of rooms, each one draped in 
@ different tone, in one of which he réads 
only French, in another only German, and 
in another only Italian. 

His first volume of poems was a huge book 
of 600 pages and has not inappropriately 
been described as a nightmare in print. 
Probably nothing more calmly crazy has ever 
been written, for it has all the disorder with- 
out any of the delirium of madness. 

The possibilities of verse for the expres- 
sion of fluent, contorted and interminable 
nonsense have never been more cogently 
demonstrated than in the pages of this book.

The United States cannot tolerate contin- 
val dsorder between the Rio Grande and the 
Panama canal. The United States cannot 
tolerate in that territory conditions of civil 
warfare which are a never ending invitation 
to foreign interference. All that the Amer- 
ican people ask of their neighbors between 
the Rio Grande and the isthmus is that tney 
keep the peace sufficiently well to afford a 
reasonable protection to the lives and prop- 
erty of foreign residents. This demand is not 
excessive, and it is a demand that the United 
States is compelled by circumstances to en- 
force. Nor will the United States recognize 
pseudo governments that are established by 
assassination and maintained by tyranny in 
the interest of concessionaires.

and that responsibility cannot be shirked. 

This ig not aggression on our part. It is 
not warfare on our part. It restricts neither 
the sovereignty nor the independence of any 
neighboring government. Accepted in the 
right spirit, It is aid and comfort and ad- 
vancement. What we have done for Cuba is 
now a matter of record. Perhaps Huerta may 
prove the unintentional instrument by which 
a similar service may be rendered by the 
United States to distracted Mexico.

“But there are no Secret societies to my 
knowledge,” he said in explaining tis answer 
to the superintendent. “The societies con- 
cerning which the superintendent wrote are 
harmless organizations composed of boys and 
girls who have no secrets. They are in no 
way secret organizations. They may take a 
Greek letter name using the initials of the 
girls or boys who organize them. : 

“Some of the organizations’ bear some such 
innocent name as the'French for ‘ eat, drink, and 
be merry.’ I am satisfied that secret societies 
have been eliminated from my school.” 

“IT am not satisfied with Mr. Armstrongs 
assertions or attitude,” said Mrs. Young, “and 
I shall go into the matter thoroughly myself.”

The leaf gelatin, or isinglass, putrefies as 
quickly as animal gelatin, because it, too, ts 
protein, made from fish. We all of us have, if 
we did but know it, a prejudice for having our 
proteins rather fresh. We know when meat 
and fish are a little too old to be wholesome; 
we cannot always tell when our gelatin prep- 
aration is a little “ high.” 

Making four times as much jelly, and cost- 
ing little more, and often. much less, because 
manufacturing costs money, is the vegetable 
gelatin, or Japanese agar-agar. This jellies 
without cold, and for this reason is much bet- 
ter for summer use than is animal gelatin. 

The book on the glue industry, quoted from 
above, after considering the use of the mosses 
of the sea, one of which, the Irish, used to be 
much favored for dessert stiffenings, takes up 
the agar-agar, which has long been used in 
laboratories, and says: 

“Jelly prepared with one-half of one per cent 
of Chinese gelatin is more solid than our prep- 
aration with 4 per cent of French white gela- 
tin, retains its consistency longer, and will 
stand a temperature of 86 to 122 degrees Fah- 
renheit before becoming liqvrid. Used for jel- 
lies and mixed with other foods, it does not 
impart to them 4 glue taste, never wanting in 
bone gelatin.

HERE is a clever young woman living in 

a crowded part of the city who makes 

her living by doing something that is 
rather unusual. Young mothers who 

have their homes to care for as well as 

their babies, sometimes feel appalled by the 
responsibility of the scientific management of 
the baby’s diet. How shall she know which of 
the prepared foods to give her baby is only 
one of the many questions which bother her. 
The popular doctor in this neighborhood 
thought of a way to save the mothers all of 
this worry and at the same time to give work 
to a deserving young patient of his own, whe 
was suffering from a nervous breakdown after 


her many years of going to school.

The girl had just graduated from the do- 


| mestic science department of a large univer- 
| sity. 


She was a skilled theoretical dietitian, 
but she had never had any experience in her 
work. She needed some work to do, and the 
doctor knew that she would soon recover from 
“nerves” if she had some interesting work 
to do. 

He arranged with the mothers in the neigh- 
borhood to have this young woman prepare 
all of the babies’ food. With his help there 
would be no question of experimenting with 
foods—he and his domestic science helper 
would know exactly what was right.

Every one that he recommended her serv- 
ices to was more than happy to secure her 
help. The entire charge of the baby’s diet was

To feel as confident as she now felt that hef 
baby was receiving the preper food would 
mean endless hours of research and reading, 
and even then she wouldn't be sure that she 
was doing the right things. With the word 
of the doctor in case of real iliness and the 
care Of a scientifically trained woman she felt 
no fears for the health of her baby. 

At first there were only three or four babies 
whom she took charge of. Now she makes a 
regular business of preparing food for infants. 
She refuses to take charge of more than she 
can care for with personal supervision, and 
she oversees the diet of the babies until they 
are 2 years old. After that she has prepared 
directions for the mother’s guidance.

Incidentally she has entirely recovered from 
any traces of “nerves” and she is a happy, 
competent woman who knows that she is 
doing good in the world. At the doctor’s re- 
quest she has taken charge of a class of 
mothers and young girls who must care for 
bables in the ghetto. She feels that there is a 
wide fleld for this work among girls who are 
really interested in the welfare of the race. 

All of us may not be competent to assume 
a responsibility of this importance, but I am 
sure that any home worker who is really sin- 
cere in wanting to earn money and who likes 
babies can be of infinite help in their care. 
There are more mothers’ helpers wanted than 
there are mothers’ helpers to be had. 

Perhaps you, too, have the confidence of 
your family doctor. Perhaps he will recom- 
mend you as a helper to his wee patients. If

So Says President Thomas After 
Confab with Hurler. 


FEDS NOW AFTER PIERCE. 


Southpaw Considering Offer of $2,000 
Boost Over Present Salary.

Pitcher Larry Cheney, star hurler of the 
Cubs, who is sought by the Kansas City 
Federals, held a conference with President 
Thomas yesterday prior to the game at the 
west side park.

Accordingly, the American Sugar Refining 
company contends that it enjoys no priy- 
jleges not open to its competitors.

NO RESPONSE BY STEEL TRADE
